The Season for Snipe Has Been 
tended to May 1st. 
Ex* 


Wild duck hunting in these pirts 
for the spring season of 1905 Is rapidly 
drawing to a close. The warm weath­ 
er of the past week has called tFe 
ducks nortn and kept them there. 
After April 15 the season will b e 
formally closed, b ut the flight has 
b een early and the last sev eral days 
hav e seen few flying in this locality. 
Shooting has b een excellent this 
Spring and numerous Strings of ducks 
hav e b een b agged b y local nlmrods. 
The swamp country down the Peoria 
line appeared to hav e b een the fav or­ 
ite hunting grounds of 
the 
local 
marksmen since the ducks started 
their northward flight and daily sports- 
men could b e seen returning in the 
ev ening with du cks in tb eir possrs 
sion. Points up the riv er also attra ct­ 
ed the shooters and some rare sport 
was afforded those seeking ducks The 
toothsome duck has graced many a 
Dixon tab le since they first b egan tb eir 
flight this spring. 


LARGE FLOCKS THIS SPRING. 
T hat the ducks are not exterm in­ 
ated is the wonder of many people 
who note the relentless war tha t Is 
waged against them from the time 
they leav e the feeding grounds in the 


ere. 
W ith the duck season passed the 
attention of the nlmrod turns to the 
snipe and the hunter, who returns, 
from a day spent in t.hp 
s w a m p s and 
low plaws where these b irds are wont 
to linger, with any great numb er, is 
endeed a successful marksman. The 
hunting of jack snipes is held to b e 
more eniiciDg than ev en duck hunt­ 
ing. These b irds are less plentiful 
and much harder to capture as their 
| flight is so rapid. They ab ound in the 
marshes and low places along the 
riv er and will b e coming north v ery 
sooo. Tney require a warmer weather 
to fly than the ducks do. The snipe 
is ab out t he size of a quail and prov ide 
excellent eating. 
Ev erything 
points to good snipe 
hunting. There is just enough water 
in the low places for them. The snipe 
season closes May 1 this year instead 
of April 25 as formerly. Last year 
hunters in this section of me sta.e 
complained of the shortness of the 
season, claiming that nlmrods in the 
south* ru part of the state killed off 
the pick of the lot b efore they reached 
here so the season was extended fiv e 
days or until May 1.

ter's mine nt Zeigler by a terrific ex­ 
p losion of gas, and it is p robable that 
thirty or more of the buriod men are 
dead. .So far slxtf'eii bodies hav e been 
found. The exp losion was due to the 
fact that the I.« elter mines are 
not 
workeil on Sunday, thus allowing gas 
to accumulate in the lower workings. 
"MTieD between thirty-fiv e and forty- 
fiv e miners had descendiHl 
into the 
mine to resume work a horrible exi» lo- 
•ion blew the mouth of the mine high 
Into the air. 


Efl'*ct of th« Exp losion. 
One of the steel cages was blowm to 
the surface from the l)ottoin of a .’’>0 0- 
foot shaft. 
The shock of the exi)lo- 
•lon was felt at Benton, twelv e miles 
Eortheaat of Zeigler. A teamster driv ­ 
ing along a road half a mile from the 
mine was cov ered wdth falling cinders, 
and debris cov ered the floor of his 
wagon half an Inch deep . One miner 
was killed and four were sev erely In­ 
jured at the mouth of the shaft 
In 
which the e.xp loslon 
occurretl. 
The 
work of rescue was begun at once by 
the miners, who were arriv ing when 
the exp losion took p lace. But the main 
shaft was demolished so that rescue 
work has to be carried on though the 
air shaft 


Union Miner» OflTer T heir Aid, 
This hindered the work of aiding 
the entombed men to such an extent 
that when darkness fell 
only three 
bodies and one Injured man had been 
brought to the surface. These bodies 
were found forty feet from the bottom 
of the air shaft. A committee of union 
miners from Duquoin and other neigh­ 
boring towns, headed by District Pr-s- 
Ident Morris, hastened to Zeigler soon 
after the exp losion occurred and of­ 
fered their aid. 


H ard to Id« ntify th« Dead. 
The bodies of the dead are so blnck- 
enfMl that they cannot at once be iden­ 
tified, 
Roily Camp bell is the injured 
miner brought out of the shaft, and It 
is said that he cannot liv e. Camp bell 
Is conscious, but he is unable to giv e 
any e.xp lanation of the accident. C. E. 
Childers, a striking Zeigler miner, last 
Dctot>er p redicted in a p rinted article 
that an exp losion was likely to occur 
on account of what he termed imp rop ­ 
er v entilation of the shafts. 
There 
was much excitement among miners 
when the accident became known, be­ 
cause there had been a strike of long 
fluratlon and many conflicts had oc­ 
curred between strikers and non-union 
miners. 
Inv estigation tends to sliow 
that the catastrop he was due to the ac­ 
cidental exjdosion of accumulated gas. 
DcMth Du« to ARp hyxtatlon. , 
All the lM)dies found excep t? 
two 
show no marks of injury, indicating 
fleath by asp hyxiation. 
All but four 
of these found worked In the shaft by 
Dumbers. and their names hav e not as 
yet been securwl. An order for twenty 
coffins has t>een sent to St. Louis, be­ 
sides twenty ordered earlier. 


TWO EXPLOSIONS ARB HEARD 


Forty Men W ent Down Into the F atal Pit 
to W ork. 
The number of dead is estimated at 
thirty-four; wounded, eight. 
It trans­ 
p ires that there were two exp losions 
clijse together. The first exp losion took 
p lace in the air shaft, and was fol­ 
lowed by a much greater up heav al in 
the main shaft. Four cages, each con­ 
taining ten men of the day force, had 
gone down into the mine, and were 
sup p osedly at the bottom when the 
catastrop he occurred. 
The exp losion 
wrecked the shaft, blowing out the 
skids on which the cages were hoisted. 
Besides the dead recov ered three hav e 
been remov ed aliv e, but with fatal In­ 
juries. Among thedead are James Rey- 
burn, engineer; J. P. Fink and M'illis 
Camp bell. The remaln<ler are Greeks 
or Lithuanians, and went by numbers. 
As soon as the accident occurred, the 
miners of Duquoin sent the following 
telegram to the Zeigler Coal comp any; 
"Miners here p roffer assistance in any 
nunil>er. Wire imnifîdlately.” The fol­ 
lowing answ’er was receiv ed: “Thanks 
for offer of yourself and miners. Hav e 
all the help net*d{Hl.” Sujterinteudent 
Hurd said that tlie shaft w’as a wreck 
and that the main entrance was so dis­ 
abled that it would take weeks to re­ 
p air it. 
In the effort to recov er the entoml)ed 
men fiv e re.<5cners w’ere ov ercome by 
afterdamp . 
-\!1 the searchers for the 
men heloW’were let down by hand andln 
two installe« '“ che m.an abov e wasnear- 
ly ov ercome by gas.
